Senator Beck’: . ‘Version. 

We desire to call the attention of Sen- 
ator Bayard’s organ, the Wilmington 
(Delaware) Every Evening, to Senator 
Beck’s brief history of the causes that 
led to the failure on the part of the dem- 
crats to elect a president pro tem. of the 
senate. Mr. Beck says “the republicans 
“agreed to go into an election if the dem- 
“oerats would elect Senator Harris, of 
“Tennessee. The democrats, who have 
“a high regard for Senator Harris, and 
“Senator Liarris, who is an unselfish dem- 
“oerat, refused to accept the office thus 
“teridered by the republicans. There 
“was, consequently, no election,”’ 

Now, Senator Beck’s version is correct, 
as far as it goes, but he was talking to 
a reporter, and he was particular not 
to gwe a full history of the 
failure to elect a temporary president of 
the senate. It will be observed, how- 
ever, that his version differs materially 
and substantially from the . statements 
made inthe Delaware paper presumably 
at the dictation of Senator Bayard. The 
Every Evening says that the failure was 
due to the fact that Vice-President Ar- 
thur refused to vacate his seat for that 
purpose, and so disposes of the whole 
matter, but not without making an indi- 
rect and indelicate attack upon Senator 
Harris, The real facts are as they have 
been stated in Tue Constirvtrion, and 
our interpretation of them wasin the 
light of Mr. Bayard’s several and various 
attempts to arrogate to himself the 
powers of a democratic boss of huge 
proportions. 

Senator Harris would not be our first 
choice for the position; but he would be 
our preference over Mr. Bayard under 
any conceivable circumstances; and we 
would prefer to see him the temporary 
president of the sencte, under any cir- 
cumstances, rather than that the demo- 
crats should have failed of an_ election. 
This ought to have been the position of 
every good democrat, and if it had been 
Mr. Bayard’s position, Senator Harris 
would now hold the office. That is our 
understanding of the matter.

Unfortunately, the bill is a 
local measure. It provides that Heze- 
kiah “Kinchen, of Washington county, 
and certain of his friends and neg! 
bors shall have the right to own 
and protect, free from taxation, a8 
many as fifteen dogs of high and low 
degree; and this is satisfactory as far as 
it goes. But it seem3to us that such a 
measure as this, protecting, as it pro- 
poses to do, the dearest rights and liber- 
ties of the humblest citizen, ought to be 
made general so that it might apply not 
only to certain worthy citizens of Wash- 
ington county, but to all good citizens of 
Georgia from the Mackalee in the far 
gonth to the Sozguee in the extreme 
north. | 

We feel sure that the sober second 
thonght of the general assembly will 
elaborate this important measure in the 
direction we have suggested. That 
statesmanship which pulls off its coat 
and hitches up its pautaloons merely for 
the purpose of benefitting the citizens of 
any particular county or section in the 
empire state of the sunny southland will 
not pass muster when it is criticized 
by the men of future ages. We 
but interpret the verdict -of posterity 
when we allude to such statesmanship 
as essentially narrow and hidebound. 
Instead of blindly passing the bill as it 
stands, let the legislature prove itself 
equal to the emergency. Let an amend- 
ment be made to the constitution setting 
forth the fact that every citizen has the 
inalienable right to own and protect fif- 
teen dogs of various " breeds and sizes, 
and thus anticipate the deleterious effects 
of any future legislation which, based on 
a false and vicious idea of progress, may 
have for its purpose the noble animals 
which now protect the people of Georgia 
from the ravages of old Mr. Benjamin 
Ram and his progeny. _

Twelfth Day’s Proeceedings—Jaly ~0. 
THE #sENATE 


The senate met et the ueual hour yester- 
day, and was called toorder by the presi- 
dent. Prayer was offergi by Rev. Mr. 
Heiat. The roll was called and the journal 
of Tuesday was read, 

Senator Winn moved to reconsider so 
mnch of yesterday's proceedings as relates 
to meking the coaitel question the epecia! 
order pg F tales reday. The motlonk Was sup 
ported by the senator ina brief speech. 

A messenger frem the house announced 
that that body bad concurred in the senate 
resolutions relative to the powers delegated 
the committee appointed to investigate the 
State road lease and to making the capito! 
question the special order for Th ursday. 

After the reading of this communication 
Senator Winn'’s motion was put and pre- 
vailed, 

Bills upon their second reading 

A bill to be entitled an act to authories 
the mayor and cily council of the town of 
Batler to levy and collect taxes for the pur- 
poge of establishing and maintaining 
schools in said town. 

Bills on their third reading: 
A bill entitled an act to give notice of 
trial to road defaulters. Passed by substi 
tute. . 
A bill to be entitled an act to declare that 
the wife shall be a competent witness 
azainst the husband in ail cases of assault 
and battery committed upon the person of 
the wife by the husband Passed by: sub- 
stitute. 
A bill to be entitled an act to niake it a 
misdemeanor for any person to go toa 
place where the peopie have assembied for 
divine worship or a literary or Sunday 
school celebration while intoxicated, or to 
carry to any such place intoxicating liquors, 
to provide a punishment therefor. Passed 
A bill to be entitled an act to amend sec- 
tion 2048 of the code of 1873. Pass 
The joint com mittee appointed to ex- 
amine into the business of the general as 
sembly, and report a day for adjournment, 
stated in their report that on account of 
the continued accumulation of business, it 
was found impossible to designate any day 
for adjournment. 
In conclusion the commuttee offered a 
resolution prohibiting the introduction of 
any new matter into either house after the 
ist of August unless by three-fourths vote 
of the house in which said new matter 
originates.

ALL AROUND US. 


Robbery of the Dooly County Safe—A Stray Baby 
~A Dense Bmoke—A Dog's Sensation— Struck 
by Lightning—The fFitfual Kerosne— 

A Lee County Killing. 


Dooly county correspondence Americus Recorder 


On Thursday night last was accomplish- 
ed one of the boldest feats of burglary ever 
recorded in the history of thecounty. The 


Dooly county safe stands in the office of the’ 


clerk of the superior court, in the court 
bouse building, on the ground floor. In it 
are stored the county records, books and 
papers of the county offices, court papers, 
apd up to recently, a small amount 
of money, belonging to an estate in litiga- 
tion. On entering bis office tast Friday 
morning, Judge Lilly discovered a hole 
about eight by twenty-four inches ino size 
in the lower part of the back of the chim 
ney. 
the county safe had been entered, and the 
main iron vault, or drawer torn from its 
socket and carried off. Luckily it contain- 
ed no money atthe time; batin it were 
stored some valuable private papers, 
the property of Judge Lilly 
and Mr. John B. Holmes, The 
safe was not locked, nor even bol:ed —the 
doors standing wice open, so that the thief 
had an easy thingofit) Enough brick had 
been removed from the back of the chim- 
ney to make a bole large enough to admit 
the body of a good-sized man. In the room 
were found a piece of scantling and good 
sized stick, which probably were to have 
been used in case the doors would not open 
easily. At first suspicion was directed in no 
particular channel, but during the morning 
a track was found, which being followed 


up, soon Jed to most astonishing results. It 
led across the court-house yard over the 


palings in the direction of the Drayton } 


road. Close to the yard palings a flask 
about, half full of whisky was found. This 
was the first positive clue, as Mr.-Ferdinand 
Fieming, one of Mr. Leonard’s salesmen, 
recognized it as one he had sold the night 
previously to one Charley Williams, 
a colored man _ in the employ 
of Mr. Doc, Leonard. The track 
was vo sad traced to the house 
where Chariey resides; through the yard 
and into a watermelon patch adjoining. in 
one corner of which, partiy covered by 
weeds, was found the missing vault. It had 
been broken open and rifled, but the con 

tents not carried off. Charley had decamp 

ed, but his wife Gracie, and Rey. J. H. 
Lookhart, a colored preacher, who spent the 
night at Charlie’s house, were arrest- 
ed, and Sheriff Rape summoned a 
posse and started in pursuit 
of the _ fugitive. He was canght 
in the creek swamp below town, pot a 
quarter of a mile from his house, evidently 
vu route to other parts. He was arrested 
and with his wife, jodged in jail in default 
of one hundred dollars each until the next 
day The preacher was placed under a like 
bond, but his colored friends succeeded in 
making itup for him, and the revival 
in progress at the colored Methodist church 
was not interfered with. 

Americus Recorder. 

Last Saturday afternoon a little fice dog 
created quite a sensation in the train on 
the Columbus and Rome railroad. The 
dog belonged to a gentleman in this city 
who had him tied under the seat of the 
car, The puppy was greatly affected by the 
heat, and there was a general scampering 
of the passengers under the impression 
that he was mad, and the indications are 
that he was. Such weather is enough to 
minake a dog mad, The dog was first dis- 
covered running around frantically and 
yelping vociferously. The passengers 
bounced upon the seats and prepared to 
defend themselves at all bazards. 
Some one suggested to shoot him ia 
the car, but the tain was searched in 
vain for a pistol. The conductor and one 
or two others armed themselves with clubs 
three times as large as the little dog, and 
were getting ready for a fearful attack on 
the canine, when the owner secured him 
and took him to another car. This did not 
save the dog, as he soon gnawed the string 
and the door being open he made a bold 
dash and leaped irom the train. It was a: 
the time passing over a high trestle, and 
the leap was a deadly one, He fell to the 
ground below with such force that he was 
killed by the fall.

| What the Recorder and Police Did 


Yesterday. 


When Recorder Glenn took off his white 
bat acd threw his optics over the police 
court room yesterday he heaved a sigh of 
relief andsat down. Theroom was com- 
paratively empty aud the slight docket to 
be disposed of bore a striking contrast to 
the heavy work that has been the lot of 
Judge Glenn since bis “inauguration.”

Quite a number of arrests 
were made, and although none of them 
were big, it indicates that the law is stil) 
being violated. 

Yesterday morning, Mr. Warlick, the 
Peachtree street store merchant, detected 
W.H. Gray, a colored employe, carrying 
away some gas pipes. When interrogated 
as to what disposition he was going to make 
of the merchandise, Gray said that he 
wanted to pump water out of 
his cellar. The story looked thin and 
an investigation showed conclusively that 
Gray, like the Chinese, was rather peculiar.

A SAD SIGHT, 


WHERE WHISKY RULES ITS SLAVE, 


James W. Wyly Becomes the Slave of His Ap 
petite, and in His Desperation Attempts to 
Oommit Suicide—A Fall History of 
the Unfortunate Oocurrence, 


J. W. Wryly, a young man vell 
known in Atlanta. attempted suicide yes- 
terday at Mason’s blacksmith shop, on the 


Georgia railroad . 

From those who are comversant with the 
affair it was ascertained that Wyly is badly 
given to drinking, and that on Sunday last 
raturned to his father’s home—just beyond 
Mr. Hulsey’s residence on the Georgia rail- 
road—in a deplorable condition. For more 
than a week he had.been on a spree and his 
nervoussysterm was alnu st paralyzed by the 
immense amount of liquor he had de- 


stroyed, 

Sunday night his parents were engaged 
for hours in trying to keep alive the little 
animation that the spree had left. At ore 
time it looked as thoagh their work would 
be futale, but by hard labor the youag man 
was brought through. All day Mouday he 
lay upon a pallet that had been spread oa 
the back porch, and though his condition 
was much better than it was Sunday night, 
great uneasiness prevailed among. the 
members of his family. 

Towards night he grew worse, and again 
Monday night much time and care were 
given him by his devoted parents, but 
Tuesday morning brought another change 
for good, and during the day 
he seemed to improve rapidly. 
However when night returned Wyly agaio 
grew worse, and before bedtime a well de- 
veloped case of delirium tremens mani- 
fested itself. His miud seemed to be in the 
midst of snakes and toads, and the condi- 
tion of the man was really alarming. Send- 
ing to town, Mr. Wyly procured some 
chloral, and after giviug the suffering man 
quitean amount was gratified at seeing 
a marked change for the better, 
and by midnight a sound _ sleep 
was the result. After sleeping some time 
young Wyly awoke, and although his mind 
was nut perfectly ciear his condition was 
so much improved that he was left to him- 
sell, 

Karly yesterday morning he left the 
house and went to the home of a negro 
woman where he passed some time talking 
about matters which bore evidence of aa 
aberratiun of the mind. When his ab- 
sence was discovered by his parent: 
inquiry as to his whereabouts were made, 
but when his visit to the colored neighbor, 
who is a servant of Mr, Wyly's, was asc.r 

tained, further search was abandoned and 
nothing more thought of it, as it was 
thought he would return during the day, 
until the intelligence of the attempted sui- 
cide reached the boy’s home. 

It appears from what could be learned 
along Wyly’s route, that after leaving the 
colored wowan’s house, be went out the 
Georgia road until he reached Mason’s 
blacksmith shop. There he found a smith 
at work, and entering asked to borrow a 
knife for the purpose of cutting a piece of 
tobacco. The smith was busily engaged at 
his anvil and handed the knife to Mr. 
Wyly without looking at him, but ina few 


spurting from two gashes in the left side 
of Wyly’s neck, and Wyly in the act of 
leaving. ; 

When Wyly took the knife it was with 
his right hand, anu it is thought that he 
instantly drew it across his throat with a 
view to killing himself. Two ugly gashes 
were made, one about two inches in length 
and the other about two and one-half 
Both gashes were nearly parallel apd be- 
zun just in front of the ear and ranged 
ows towards the body. Neither was very 
deep, but one of the cuts touched an artery 
which caused a profuse flaw of blood thar 
came near ending the life of the unfortu 
nate individual. 

After cutting himself Wyly dropped the 
knife and started across the road, but by 
the time he reached the side opposite the 
shop he was so weak from the loss of 
blood that he fell. 

Near the scene was Mr. Geoge W. Scott, 
who as soon as he heard of the cc 
currence went to Wyly’s aid. When 
Mr. Scott reached his side the blood 
was flowing profusely and Wryly 
was almost d ad Realizing the peril Mr. 
Scott pressed his fingers upon the severed 
artery, and calling assistance sent for a 
physician, 

While the messenger was going for the 
dociwor Mr. Scott still pressed bis fiagers 
upon the bleeding artery, and although 
covered with the man’s life blood, thus 
saved his life. 

In response to the message Dr. McKosh 
soon appeared, and after quite 
an amount of work, succeed - 
ed in stopping the flow and 
then dressed the wounds, after which Wyly 
was removed to his father's home, where he 
was resting quietly last night with many 
chances of recovery in his way. 

That the act was the result of an aberra 
tion of the mind there can be but little 
doubt. Whilst lying beside the road bleed- 
ing to death he used expressions that gave 
support to this theory, and his father’s 
knowledge of his boy’s condition strength- 
ened this supposition. 

Wyly is a young man of about 30 years, 
and although connected with the best fam- 
ilies in Atlanta, has dore but little good for 
himself, as his fondaess for drink has de- 
stroyed all his good intents. Iti: to be 
hoped when he realizes what he has done 
that the deed will cause a reformation.
